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THE TREATY OF SEVRES. 


INDIAN GOVERNMENT'S ACTION STARTLES LONDON. 


Resignation of Mr. Montagu. 


( Reuter’s Service. ) 


~ London, March 9. 

On the eve af the assembling of the conference in Paris to 

settle Near Eastern questions, London has been startled by the 

- publication in Delhi of a despatch of the Indian Government.to Mr. 
Montagu, requesting modification of the Treaty of Sevres, specifying 
that concessions be made with Turkey, 

A forther eensation was caused in the afternoon when Mr. 
Chamberlain announced that Mr. Afontagu, who ‘sanctioned 
publication without consolting bis colleagues, had resigned and 
that his resignation had been accepted. 

Press Opinion. 
“London, March 9. 

The unprecedented action of the Inaian Governtoent in publicly 
forruulating a policy for the Imperial Government, cabled yeater- 
cay, has startled London as a break with ¢ll constitutional tradition 
which is only intelligible by the gravity of the situation “in Iedia. 
All the papers comment on it, and two groups of opinion are notice- 
able. The Times and the Duly Mai?, which republish the North- 
clife interview cabled on January 24, point out that hia warning 
was justifed. The Times says the views of the Indian Government 
Taust receive the fullest consideration at the forthcoming Near East- 
ern Conference in Paris and says the publicity officially given goes 
far to commit the British Government to their support. The Daily 
Afuil says even if the demand involves the withdrawal of the British 
garrigon at Constantinople there is rouch to be said for such a policy.

°~ Treaty is andoubtedly an essential preliminary to the restoration of 
confidence amongst the Iodisn people. Itaska whether the Home 
Government is prepared to support Lord Reading's libaral and wise 
policy or to allow the fas:-developing crisin to pess into the charze 
of the military. The Westminster Gazette, while declariog that the 
sattioment with Turkey cust be upbeldic, the territories which the 
Sultan lost, seys it is impossible to defend the attack in Asia Minor 
_by the Greeks. -This false step by the Allies must be retraced.

The Laity Herald says the Treaty of Sevres must be scrapped

“view to granting genuine self-government. . 

The Morning Post says it is 2 plain hint that Indian unrest 
must be allayed by changes in Imperial policy elsewhere. If sucb 
an attitude continues, the British Empire wont last very long. 
“The Daily Chronicle remarks that as tra«tees not merely of 
India. but of South Eastern Europe and the Christian populations 
in the Near East, in addition to our international engagements, we 
cannot accept the suggestions of the Indian Government as they 
stand. . India must not aspire to rigots greater than those “enjoyed 
by any Dominion. . . 

The Duily Telegraph says this remarkable document, almost pro- 
Turkish in its eagerness to allay the Rrowing “alieuation of the 
Mohammedan minority. challenges the Imperia! Govern ment's 
entire policy in the Nearand Middle East, which was Settled in con- 
junction with Paris and Rome. The document does not Inspire 
confidence in the wisdom or firmness of the Reading Administration. 
which has already unsuccessfully tried to overcome disaffection by 
sectional concessions. 


Mr. Chamberlain’s Statement. 


. . : London, March 9. 

In’ the House of Commons, Colonel Aubres Herbert ask. 
whether the Imperial or the Indian Government approved of the 
publication of the latter's despatch specifying modifications in the 
Treaty of Sevres. . 

Mfr, Chamberlain said the telegram from Delhi was published 
by the Indian Government with the sanction of Mr. Montagu. No 
other Minister was consulted. Mr. Chamberlain abstained from 
commenting go the sobject matter of the telegram, though he said 
ita terms exceeded even the demands of the warmest friends of the 
Tarks. The publication of such a pronouncement without con- 
sultation with or the consent of the Cabinet raised e different ques- 
tion, which was all the more important because it waa on the eve of 
the conference at Paris when there seemed the prospect of laying 
the basis of peace with the Turks and Greeks. The Government 
was unable to reconcile the publication of the telegram, on the sole 
responsibility of Mr. Montagu, with the collective resporsibility of 
the Cabinet, or with the duty which all Governments ofthe Empire 
owed each other on matters of Imperial concern. : 

Mr. Chamberlain said snch independent declarations destroyed 
unity” of policy, which was vital in"foreign affairs, and gravely 
imperilled the success of impending negotiations. Mr. Montazu had 
tendered his resignation—(Loud. and prolonged cheera}—and His 

" Majesty bad approved its acceptance, but when the Forsign 
Secretary proceeded to Parrs to discuss the Eastern settlement with 
the Foreign Ministers of France and Italy it would be his object to 

vartive at a solution equitable to ali parties. He wqnld give due 
weight to the opinion of Indian Mchammedans, as expressed by the 
Government of India, but he could not hold himself down to accept 

_ any solution submitted by that Government. 

In the course of an enguing short debate, Mr. Chamberlain said 
he was urable to promise a day tor discussion. .

Senator Lodge Closely Questioned. 


London, Marca 9.

Senator Reed asked if the delegates had considered that 
Sakhalin had valuable cil deposits and might be used as a eenitery 
base if Russia sought to oust Japan. : . 

Senator Lodge replied that as far as he Enew there had been ro 
consideration of this question. 

Replying to Senator Pomerene, Senator Lodge said he did not 
kno. whether the tentative drafts of the Pacific Treaty bad been 
preserved. . 

When Senator Lodge stated that no understandings could be 
teached under the Treaty except by consent of all the Signatories, 
Senator Read asked whether there would be any objection to a 
reservation saying plainty that decisions must be nuanimous. 

Senator Lodge replied that he did not think any reservation was 
necessary, but he had egreed to the Foreign Relations Committee's 
reservation, for which he would vote. He toither stated that the 
Treaty did not bind the United States to take action beyond engaging 
in consultation in the event of a controversy. 

Senator Reed rejoined, that if whst Senator Lodge szid were 
true, the Treaty was a farce, accomplishing nothing more than the 
agreements now in force. , 


RUSSIAN FAMINE RELIEF. 
Mr. Chamberlain’s. Reasons for Withholding Further 
Grant, " 
London, March 9 

There was some liveliness in the House of Commons on the 
occasion of a number of questions being put on the subject of the 
Russian famine.

Mr. Chamberlain based his refusal on the heavy burdens and 
great distress of the British people and the likelihood that the League 
of Nations will shortly be asking fore farther grant to combat the 
spread of typhus in Europe from Russia.

A CHINESE PUZZLE. 


The internal affairs of the Republic just now present 
a Chinese puzzle in the literal sense. For a long while it 
has looked as if it would be impossible for these to become 
more complicated. but the passage of the months has 
brought additional cross-currents until one despairs of 
forming any coherent picture of the situation, which is all 
the more critical now that Dr. Sun’s Northern expedition 
is actually on foot. Will this have the effect of clearing 
up the tangle! or will it. if such a thing be conceivable, 
make confusion worse confounded? Rumours of a-start 
py the Northern expedition have been in the air for some 
time. Little of a definite character transpired beyond a 
report that the Expedition would await the spring as 
providing more favourable climatic conditions for a 
-eampaign. Then, of a sudden, we hear that the ex- 

editionary force, or at least an advance party, has entered 

unan.- By the Chinese calendar, it may be noted, spring 
has commenced. Besides this, it is stated that General 
Chen Chiung-ming. whose relations with. Dr. Sun have 
been a subject of doubt, is now actively co-operating, if 
not in the military sense, at any rate in the no less tmport- 
ant matter of finance, having started arrangements for 
raising war funds. Further, Chao Heng-ti, the Tucbun 
of Hunan, who has been sitting on the tence during the 
various pourparlers, appears to have declared for Dr. Sun 
now that troops have arrived. 

So far the auguries are propitious enough from the 
Southern standpoint. But thea the Expedition has yet to 
engage the opposition, and when one looks to the Yangtze 
region ard the North the Chinese puzzle presents itself in 
regard ‘to the alignmeot of forces. According to 
numerous reports frum Peking. Chang Tso-lin and Tsao 
Kwan, despite increasing family connections, are daily 
getting nearer to an open breach. If this comes about, the 
inference is that Wu Pui-foo, Tsao's chief lieutenant, 
will be at the side of Chibli’s Super-Tuchua (Tsao Kwan). 
Chang acd ‘Tsao have their differences, but it 
is largely through Wu that. these have become acute, the 
last-named having been very antagouestic to Chang’s recent 
nominee for the Premiership, Liang Shib-yi. Wu, however, 

» is-now a Super-Tuchuo himself, having heen appointed 
High Inspector-General of Elunan and Hupeh; and it is 
‘possible that the Chibli War Lord feels that his young chief 
lientenant is getting along too quickly. This ‘provides an 
additional reason for Tsao hesitating to clash with the 
redoubtable Chang, ip case of whose defeat Wu, not Tsao, 
would probably succeed to the major power. 

- The outcome of the manoeuvring between Chang; Tsao, 

- and Wu (with the various other Tuchuns waiting on events) 
js all-important to Dr. Sun's Expedition-and to the future 
of China, if a clash really isimpending. In themselves the 
conferences, communications, abd: intrigues going on 
among the parties are only of a piece with what has been 
the normal course of things. for a long time past, with a 
-patched-up settlement for their ending until a fresh dispute 
starts the process al] over again. This time, with the 
Canton expedition on the move. and the breach between 
Chang and Wu (if not Tsao and Wu togéther) daily widen- 
ing, there is an appearance of things coming toa head. It 
is undisputed now that both Chang aod Wao have been io 
communication with Canton, and it seems to<be a case of 
which can offer the most aftractive terms (whether Canton 


_ is acting wisely is another matter). Will Wu succeed in} 


outbidding Chang, and, joining hands: with the Canton 
- expedition, march against the Manchurian, Wer. Lord:2. or 
will the latter effect. an agreement with Canton and ao catch 
the Yangtze Super-Tuchun between two fires? . Again,-will 
all the projected combinations fall through,. Wa perbaps 
carrying out bis-threat to set up 4 third Government at 
Hankow, the minor Tuchuns continuing their various dis- 
putes? We uust fall back upon " wait and see.” :

A Bad Decision. 


The action of the Hongkong 
‘Football Associatios, in deciding 
to wash. out all reports of mis- 
conduct standing against players, 
is one which ell sportsmen muat 
condemn. The effect of it isto 
undermine the authority of re- 
ferees and to weaken control of 
the game. In thecircumstances, 
we are notin the least surprised

Purpose of the Gathering. 


In asking the nations of 
Europe. including Russia and 
Germany, to assemble in confer- 
ence to discuss the economic 
conditions of Europe, the Supreme 
Council, consisting of the heads 
of Government in Britain, France, 
and Italy, laid down certain con- 
ditionsia the following terme -— 

“The Allied Powers consider 
that the fundamental and indis- 
pensable conditicas for the 
realization of an efficacious effort 
are capable of being ¢efined in 
general terms‘as follow: 

(1) The nations cannot viaim 
the right to dictate to each other 
the priociples according to which 
they must organiza within their 
frontiers, their regime of property, 
their economy, and their Govern. 
ment. It is the right’ of each 
country to chodve for itself the 
system which it prefers, 

(2) Nevertheless i¢ is not 
possible ta place foreign capital 
in order to help a country unless 
the foreigners who provide tha 
capital have a certitude that 
their property and their rights 
will be respected and that the 
fruits of their enterprise will be 
assured. 

“(3) This feeling pf security 
caonat be re-establisbed unless 
nations of their governments 
Cesiring to obtain foreign credits 
freely engage: (a) To recognizs 
all public debts and obligations 
which have been contracted, or 
will be contracted or guaranteed 
by states, municipalities, or other 
public organizations, and to 
recogniza’ also ob’igation to 
restore or,in case of default, to 
indemnify alt foreign interests 
for or damage which has been 
caused by the confiscation or 
sequestration af property: (4) 
to establish legal’ and juristic 
punishment snd assure the 
impartial execution of. all com- 
mercial nr other contracts.
